Torrance Red Cross Begins New Year
With Enthusiasm ... Call Volunteers

The work goes on , .. and although in time of peace there isn't too much said about
it, a corps of Torrance women continue devoting their time to the work of the Red Cross.
Preparedness is the key word and the Torrance Branch of the Red Cross with renewed
vigor at the beginning of this new year, is planning a home nursing program and a more

active first aid program.

The group continues its three
clvic blood banks in Torrance
aanh vear, usually in February,
Approxi-
mately 250 donors are proc-
essed at each bank, In order to
gecure this goal, 300 contacts
are made in advance by per-
sonal phone calls, About ten
volunteer women from Torrance
act as receptionists, typlsts and
perform other duties at these
banks. There is an urgent need
for more workers and an appzal
has gone out to any Torrance
woman who can devote a few
hours a week to the cause,

Besldes the civie blood banks,
the group visits the various in.
dustries here, The blgod banks
are held at Douglas Aireraft
four times a year when 500 em:
ployes donate, From National
Supply - Company, visited once

essed and General Petroleum,
algo contributing once a year,
donates blood from approxi-
mately 850 emploves. Other
banks are held at Harvey Ma-.
chine and American Standard
where nearly 600 donors are
processed.

Canteen workers are vitally
needed in order to enable all
banks to be properly staffed. If
enough volunteer workers can
be secured, a canteen course
will be offered in which work-
ers will be taught such things
as “mass feeding in case of dis-
aster.”
